_ 1, Because, he believes the measure pecuniarily 
impracticable, unless the -proposed paper shall be 
also cheap in respects far more essential than the 
price of subscription; that all calculations founded 
on the presumption of obtaining 40,000 subscribers, 
and their undeviating pre-payment, so as to avoid 


all loss, are, if plausible, deceptive, and would be 
* proved so by experience. 


2. Because he is entirely opposed to taxing the 
Charch at large, as the friends of the measure pro- 
pose, for the establishment of such q paper, as it 


would unnecessarily multiply collections, and inter- | 


fere with the success of those which are absolutely 
necessary to carry furward efficiently the Institu- 
tions of the Church, while it is probable, that one- 
half the sum which it is contemplated thus to raise, 
would be sufficient to supply the really poor with 
any f= of the local papers now established.

2. Resolved, That it be earnestly recommended 
to the proprietors of newspapers now established, 
to endeavour to reduce their prices by increasing 
their subscription list, or by uniting two or more 
papers, or by both measures; so that a paper of 
right character may be read by every family, as 
far as practicable. 


Mr. J. W: Date opposed the passage of 
these resolutions. He spoke rather as a 
pastor than a Presbytér on this subject, and 
he doubted whether the recommendation in 
the last resolution could be carried into exe- 
cution. As a fact, not one in ten of our re- 
ligious families take any of the papers now 
published. Mr. Dale went into a calculation 
to establish this point. _ 

Again, he objected that if we do not sup- 
ply this want, others will do it for us. He 
mentioned one congregation, where there 
were one hundred families, supplied by a 
paper not Presbyterian, whilst there were but 
five or six Presbyterian papers taken. There 
were other cases that had come under his 
observation of the same kind. He referred 
to the action especially of the Methodist 
Church, and thought their action worthy of 
our imitation... 

Dr. Spencer thought if we went for cheap 

apers, we would soon go in ‘for cheap 
reachers, and cheap elders. He illustrated 
the cheapness of the present ‘papers by the 
Presbyterian, which he held in his hand. ~ 
Dr. W.-L. Brecurnrines said he was in 
favour of the Church exerting some control 


over the press. The press governs the | 


Church, but the Church does not, in return, 
govern the press: whilst it is ina great mea- 
sure responsible for what the Presbyterian 
any utters. Suill, he did not at present see 

ow the Church could gain and exert this 
control. He would like to hear the whole 
subject ‘discussed, though not prepared to do 
so now: ‘He did not sympathize in the out- 
cry about the dearness of the present papers, 
They are cheap enough. It is not cheap- 
he! would aim at, but control. Pastors 
are to blame for the smallness of the circu- 
lation of our papers. The price of. them is 
not in the way. — 

Mr. Burrovueus of Georgia, said that 
their paper in the far South was much 
smaller than the Presbyterian, and its price 
is $2.50. But the people do not think it too 
high a price. They do not want a cheap 
Church paper, and would not subscribe for it 
if it were established. 

Rev. Dr. R. J. Breckinrrvee. It is 
manifestly impracticable, at this stage of the 
discussion, to come to any final determina- 
tion on this subject. But there are a few 
things that ought to be said just here. And, 
first, I repudiate all this about cheapness, as 
if that were the great thing to be desired. 
My connection of nine years with the press 
gave me*some experience on this subject. 
Yet the religious newspapers, as things go 
now, are the dearest publications that are 
circulated. ‘They have not fallen in price, 
as other printed matter has fallen in a few 
years past.* But the difficulty does not lie 
in the price. The difficulty in the way of 
their circulation is that they do not deserve 
to be circulated. They are not conducted 
with as much ability as they should be. 
Their editors generally have something else 
to do, and make the paper a secondary 
business. In this respect, the press of this 
country is not to be compared with that of 
Great Britain. 

There aretwo things settled in our Church. 
First, that we are to move forward with 
united action ; and secondly, that the means 
of our progress must be under ecclesiastical) 
supervision. _ | 

Now the press is at this day one of the 
most powerful instrumentalities fur good, and 
if it is possible to bring it under the control 
of the Church, it ought to be done. Why 
not? We make books and tracts, and set 
up schools; and why not throw our influence 
as a Ch@rch into the periodical press? We 
are constantly asked as ministers and synods, 
‘to ‘recommend newspapers to our people; 
and why should we be called on to circulate 
that fof which we are not responsible, and 
over which we cannot exercise any control? 

The religious, the Presbyterian press, is 
now powerful, but it is-irresponsible. It has 


‘power to propagate its own opinions, and to 


shut out the views of all who differ from it. 
[t writes one man“into notoriety, and writes 
another down an ass. It seeks to influence 
the action of ecclesiastical courts, which 
have no control over it; and it is thus an in- 
strument.of power that, if possible, ought to 
be in the hands of the Church itself.

265, of the printed minutes, in relation to the 
installation of ruling elders, who have re- 
moved from one church to another, has a 
retrospective or only a prospective bearing. 
The Committee recommended the following 
answer to the question: That it has a pro- 
spective bearing. This was adopted. 

*- Also, Overture No. 3, being a memorial 
of the Second Presbyterian Church, Phila- 
delphia, asking the General Assembly to 
take such action in the case of members of 
the Church who remove, without certificate, 
or who fail, for a length of time, to attend 
upon the ordinances of the gospel, as, will 
secure constitutional..and uniform action 
throughout the Presbyterian churches. As 
there is no provision in our form of govern- 
ment, or-discipline, to meet such cases, and, 
as it would be inexpedient for the General 
Assembly to make a regulation on the sub- 
ject, which would have the force of a consti- 
tutional rule, the committee recommend that 
the following be sent down to the Presbyte- 
ries for their decision : 

“ Shall the Form of Government be amended by 
adding this clause at the end of chapter 9 ? 

Sec. 6. “They shall also have power to remove 
from the list of conmunicants, those who, by long 
eontinued absence without a regular dismission, or 
other equivalent causes, are improper persons to be 
retained ag members of the church.”’ 

This was placed upon the docket. 

Also, Overture No. 4, in reference to the 
boundary line between the Synods of Jndia- 
na and Northern Indiana, which was refer- 
red back to the Committeé, some new papers 
having come in. 

Also, Overture No. 5, a reference from 
the Presbytery of St. Clairsville, of the pa- 
pers of the Rev. Samuel Boyd, a foreign 
minister, with the statement that his year of 
probation has nearly expired, to the satisfac- 
tion of the Presbytery, and asking for the 
action of the Assembly in his case. 

- The Committee recommended that the 
Presbytery be authorized to receive Mr. 
Boyd, as a member of Presbytery, when 
his probation is satisfactorily terminated. 


This was unanimously adopted. 


Also, Overtute No. 8, being an’ overture 
from the Synod of Mississippi, requesting 
the General Assembly either to rescind the 
order enjoining it upon each Synod to 
appoint an agent for the Board of Education, 
or to modify the resolution so as to leave the 
matter discretionary with the Synods. The 
Committee recommended that the Assembly 
refuse to rescind the injunction, in form; 
but that it be left discretionary with each 
Synod to appoint such an agency as will 
accomplish the object intended, namely: the 
due presentation of the cause of education, 
as far as practicable, to all our churches. 
This was adopted. 

' Also, Overture No. 9, being a request 
from the Society of Inquiry of the Presby- 
terian churches of New Orleans to author- 
ize the Board of Foreign Missions to make 
provision for the widows of foreign mission- 
aries and the education of their children. 
After discussion, this was put on the docket. 

Also, an overture from the Presbytery of 
Erie, on the subject of slavery, praying the 
Assembly to'take action to define its position 
on that ‘subject, and to free the Church 
from slavery. The Committee recommen- 
ded that the Assembly declare her former 
action on that subject satisfactory. A motiol 
was made to adopt the report, but objection 
being made by Mr. Dickey, of [Ilinois, who 
thought the former action inconsistent with 
itself, a call was made for the previous ques- 
tion, which was lost, and the paper was put 
on the docket. 

The Judicial Committee reported a com. 
plaint from the Rev. J. A. Smylie. against 
the Synod of Mississippi, as being in order, 
and recommended that it be taken up in its 
proper order. It was placed on the docket. 

The Rev. Mr. Happersett read the Annual 
Report of the Board of Missions, of which 
the following is an abstract: 

Number of Missionaries, 570, who have laboured 
in twenty-five States, and in California and Oregon, 
and Minesota, Additions on examination, 2500; 
Certificate, more than 2000; Churches organized, 
60; Church edifices built, 140; Forty thousand 
children in Sabbath Schools. A large number of 
Bibles and tracts and books of the Board of Pubii- 
cation have been distributed. These Missionary 
churches have contributed about $10,000 for Foreign 
and Domestic Missions. Encouraging reports of 
the observance of the Sabbath, and also the cause 
of ‘Temperance, have been received. In California 
a Presbytery has been formed, and two churches 
organized, and the houses of worship sent out to 
the brethren there. 

This Report was committed to the follow- 
ing special committee: J. Greenleaf, T. V. 
Moore, A. O. Patterson, D. D., Ministers ; 
and Judge Fine, and J. Todd, ruling elders. 

The Board of Directors of the Princeton 
Theological Seminary made their Annual 
Report, as also that of the Board of Trustees. 
There have been admitted to the Seminary 
during the year, 58 new students, and the 
whole number in connection during the year 
was 136. There has been one death. 
Twenty-nine have completed their course of 
study and received their certificates. The 
report referred very touchingly to the death 
of Dr. Miller, and Matthew L. Bevan, one 
of the members of the Board; also to the 
inauguration of Dr. James W. Alexander, 
as Professor in the place of Dr. Miller. The 
report of the Board of Directors was referred 
to the following committee, viz. Messrs. 
Green, Hope, and Blauvelt, ministers, ~and 
Messrs. Baker and W. J. Hoge, ruling,elders. 
The report of the Board of Trustees was 
referred to the Committee on Finance. 

The resolutions on the subject of a Church

4. It is impracticable to sustain such a 

paper. There is not such a unity of mind 
and binding together of opinion in our 
Church as to make such a paper successful, 
It is a free Church; freedom of mind and 
thought is characteristic of our Church; and 
the press must be free. You cannot place 
it. under restrictions, without destroying its 
utility. It is said we may as well control 
the newspaper, as books and tracts, But 
there is'*an essential différence.-‘* These 
Boards ‘are to express opiniins on’ specific 
subjects. ,;. he contrary is true of the periodi- 
cal press, It must have freedom ta put forth 
its opinions on all subjecte, at all times, 
Otherwise it ceases to be valuable; and be- 
comes decidedly mischievous. 
_ 5, Leaving out of view the idea of estab- 
lishing one paper, and taking that of exercis- 
ing control over all Presbyterian papers, I 
have only to say, that it would be vexatious 
and troublesome, fettering the mind of the 
Church, and in the end would be intolerable, 
I think the Church exercises as much control 
now as is desirable. If the ministers and 
members do not like the way a paper is 
conducted, they may stop jits circulation 
among them. This js control enough. 

6. Differing from some brethren, I do al- 
lege that our religious newspapers are at 
too high a price to come within the means 
True they 
might deny themselves some luxuries and 
take a paper. - But this we cannot expect 
them to do. And I do know there are fam- 
ilies who cannot find the means to pay for 
a paper, at three dollars a year. If-you 
would have these papers widely circulated, 
you must put them ata price that will bring 
them within the means of the people. 

Rev. Mr. Hamitt of Huntingdon Presby- 
tery, said that his Presbytery (Huntingdon) 
originated this movement. ‘The reason that 
induced us to recommend this measure are 


| something like thiss—We ‘are flooded with 


bad newspapers, cheap and destructive, and 
we would meet these with good papers, to 
counteract the influence of the evil. Other 
papers are printed at low prices, and we do 
not see why our religious papers may not 
be. Unless they are put at a low price, we 
cannot circulate them as we would. These 
papers are designed for the poor; they ought 
to be put into their hands, And there is no 
danger of failure. Nothing fails that we 
touch and take hold of; nor is there any 
danger of controversy or discussion, We 
will exclude all that from its columns, Nor 
is it impracticable. If widely circulated 
and sustained, it is entirely practicable. 
Again, we must spread before our churches 
more intelligence respecting our Boards. 
The present paper reaches but few. ,We 
must put a. paper into. all our families to 
awaken interest ia their minds in behalf o, 
missions ; and we shall thus move the masses 
of. our people to help the great cause of 
Christian benevolence. ._Mr. Hamill men- 
tioned some interesting facts to show the 
usefulness of the Presbyterian Treasury and 
other little religious papers in the humble 
families of our communion, 

Now as to cheapness. It is too late to 
ridicule this idea of cheapness. ‘The enemy 
is acting upon it. Other churches and so- 
cieties are acting upon it. We must keep 
up with them. Our Board of Publication 
have adopted it in their books, and have seen 
the benefit of it. But is it feasible to publish 
such a paper as we want, ata dollara year? 
In the German Reformed church, a paper is 
published at a dollar and a quarter. I am 
told that the cost of the Episcopal Recorder 
on a circulation of 10,000 is only 69 cents, 
and at 20,000, could be reduced to 5U cents, 
The idea we propose is practicable, and if 
we take hold of it, as we should, the thing 
could be sustained. 

Dr. N.. L. Rice said there are many 
things very excellent in their design which 
prove to be immensely evil in their effect. 
This is the case with many so called new 
measures, They aim at good results, but 
accomplish great evils. .The object of the 
movers of this cheap paper scheme is doubt- 


less a good one, but in his view there are 


several fatal objections to the measure, 
1, Cheapness will not give a newspaper 
a circulation, If people want a paper, they 


ill have it, and few are so poor as to be 
conatle take one if they wish it. More- 
over, 


prove to be a failure. It would meet 


| 


e calculation on which it is proposed 
to make this paper for a dollar a year, is 
very fallacious. I am told by those who 
have had great experience in the business, 
that it is impossible to support the paper on 
such a basis. The American Messenger of 
the Tract Society has been referred to as an 
example of cheapness and wide circulation. 
That paper, | am told just about pays for 
itself, but in this account there isjno charge 
for editorial services, none for publisher’s, 
none for rent, none for agencies, discount, 
postage, loss on subscribers, or any thing of 
this sort. It does not then pay for itself by 
several thousands of dollars. If it were 
published weekly, and of the size of the 
Presbyterian, and put at one dollar a: year, 
it would be at about the same rate at which 
it is printed now, yet it would come far 
short of paying its expenses. This accords 
with all the experience of practical business 
men, and will doubtless be found correct. 
If thes® facts are true, the establishment of 
a dollar newspaper would be a disastrous fail- 
ure. But if it should gaina partial foothold, 
it must work the ruin of all the present pa- 
pers, and thus be productive of the most iin- 
jurious results to the Church. 

2. A paper for all the Synods.and Pres- 
byteries, must be taken up, in great part, 
with local documents, interesting only to a 
very few: it must be a dull, heavy paper, 
that would not be read. You could not per- 
suade the people to take it, and they, would 
soon give it up if they did. It would neces- 
sarily be crowded with discussions of local 
questions, and subjects only of local interest, 
and it would be impossible to make it a 
paper of general interest. 

8. It puts a dangerous power into the 
hands of any one man. The editor of such 
a paper ought to be a very wise man, to 
decide who shall be heard in its columns, or 
who not heard. We should want inspired 
men to decide what questions should be dis- 
cussed in its columns, And suppose thé 
day of 1834 and 1835 should return, and 
the Church be divided into two great parties,

they can stop it. And let any editor ex- 
press in his, paper any sentiment contrary 
to the doctrines and order of the Church, 
and his Presbytery will call him to account 
long Before the Assembly can lay its hands 
on him. 

Dr. Rice presented these and other objec- 
tions to the cheap paper scheme with great 
clearness and force; and his remarks, of 
which this sketch is merely an outline, were 
listened to with fixed attention. 

Without taking any question, the house 
adjourned to three o’clock, P.M. 

Tuesday afternoon, 3 o’clock.—The As- 
sembly met and was opened with prayer. 

The Rev. W. H. Lord, a delegate from 
the General Convention of Vermont, was re- 
ported as present. 

A Committee of three was appointed to 
examine the minutes of the last Assembly, 
viz: Rev. O, A. Patterson, Rev. Mr.. Bur- 
rough, and James Stonestreet, ruling elder. 

The Committee on the Report of the Board 
of Directors and Trustees of the Western 
Theological Seminary made their report, re- 
commending the adoption of the following 
resolutions : 

1.'That these reports be printed in the Apperfdix 
toithé Minutes of the Assembly. | ” 

2. That the Assembly will proceed on Friday 
morning next, at nine o'clock, to elect nine Direc. 
tors of the Seminary, and one Trustee, in the place 
of those whose terms of service have expired. 

3. That the Assembly rejoices inthe continued 
and abundant proofs of the usefulness and success 
of this important Institution; and deeply sensible 
of the great efforts which have been made to create 
and sustain this Seminary—of the wide extent of 
the field which appropriately belongs to it, and of 
its increasing ability to meet all the just expectations 
of the Church, cordially recommend the Institution 
to public confidence and support. : 

4. That inasmuch as repeated movements and 
discussions have agitated the public mind, touching 
the permanency of the present location of this In. 


stitution, and impressions unfavourable to the per. | 


manent prosperity of the Seminary cannot fail to 
result from the continuance of such proceedings, the 
General Assembly considers it timely and proper to 
say distinctly that it considers the present location 
of the Seminary in all respects as permanent as any 
acts of this body can make it; that it sees no reason 
to justify the further agitation of that question; and 
considering the past history and present condition 
of the Seminary, it knows of no ground on which 
the interposition of the General Assembly, for the 
removal of that Seminary from its present location, 
would be either just or politic. 

5. That the Trustees and Directors be urged to 
make all possible endeavours to comp‘ete the-endow- 
ment of the Seminary, to pay off its debts, and sq 
improve its financial condition that the General As- 
sembly may have an opportunity next year to ap- 
point a suitable person to fill the chair now vacant 
in the Seminary. In the interim, the Board of 
Directors are hereby authorized to employ such 
suitable persons to give instruction to the students, 
in aid of the professors, as they may deem neces- 

The first, second, and third. resolutions 
were unanimously adopted. : 


Dr. Hoee remarked, in regard to the is 
fourth resolution, that he should be con-— 


strained to vote against:it, It did not ac- 
cord with his own views, and never did. 
He opposed the location of the Seminary at 
first, and had ever since been opposed to it, 
and might feel constrained at a proper time 
to enter his dissent from it in the resolution: 

Dr. Herron expressed great. regret at 
hearing“such an oppésition from his venera- 
ble friend. . He asked who located the Sem- 
inary? The General Assembly. Who had 
approved it at every stage of its progress, 
for the last twenty-two years, at each an- 
nual meeting? The General Assembly. 
The Assembly appointed the first Board of 
Directors and the first Professor. ‘It was 
not an institution gotten up outside of the 
Presbyterian Church, and without authority. 
He then went into the history of the Assem- 
bly Seminary, and said scarcely any thing 
had ever been given to it, except by the 


friends in its vicinity. He argued that the 


Assembly had no power to remove it, and 
he hoped they would not now repudiate all 
their former acts on this subject. == 
Juper Finer said he was a member of the 
Assembly which located the Seminary at 
Allegheny. He thought at that time Cincin- 


‘nati a better place than Pittsburgh; but, after 


hearing all the. reasons,-he came to the con- 
clusion that Pittsburgh was a proper site, 
because around it they had all the materials 
for such an institution. But the question 
now is not location, but letting it remain after 
it has. been located—not shall we build up, 
but shall we pull down. He thought it ought 
to remain, and that Cincinnati now was a 
proper site for another institution further 


_ west, and he would raise both hands for one 
here, if the funds were offered us to found 


Dr. Hoee again explained that he did not 
propose a removal, nor had he ever done so. 
He never made opposition to it, but only to 
its location. He had assisted it in his feeble 
way, but did not now, nor did he ever favour 

Dr. Herron expressed his gratification at 
his venerable friend’s explanation of his po- 
sition—perhaps he had stated his friend’s 
position in rather too strong a light. 

Dr. R. J. Breckinripek said he hoped 
the resolution would pass without serious op- 
position. The interests of the institution 
were seriously compromised by this con- 
stant agitation about its removal. Its imme-. 
diate friends felt this. .The committee were 
unanimous that it ought to cease. They had 
not introduced any extraneous questions into 
their resolutions, and he thought the Assem- 
bly ought to do all in its power to. stop this 
agitation. They ought to say the. question. 
of location is settled. They now know no- 
thing that can ever make it proper to break 
it up and remove it somewhere else.’ He 
was perfectly willing to take up: the whole 
subject of Seminaries in the West and settle 
it; and he considered that the Assembly 
never could be in a better position to do so 
than now; but that question ought not to be 
mixed up with this one. } 

Mr. Brown, of Ohio, said he considered 
the resolution perfectly gratuitous. We, as 
an Assembly, had done nothing to indicate. 
any desire to remove it. He should vote 
against it, though a friend of the Seminary. 

Mr. Ciexvanp, of Illinois, said he thought 
the Seminary properly located, but he could 
see no necessity for this resolution. It look- 
ed like going out of the house to hunt up 
business. The report of the committee is 
perfect without it. He, therefore, moved to 
strike out the 4th resglytion, from:the report. 

This motion was lost by a large majority. 

Mr. Hatt, of Rochester, moved that the 
clause referring to the agitation of the ques- 
tion of its.removal be stricken out. 

_ Dr. Herron thought there were reasons 
why this should be retained. It was the gist

It was limiting free discussion. for 
them to do it, and he was amazed that such 
& proposition should come from them, 

Dr. R. J. Breoxinriper replied, and said 
that it was the custom of that gentleman to 
invoke the Church of Rome on all occasions. 
If he pleads against a cheap'paper, or seeks 
to disturb the established institutions of the 
Church, it is all one with him, if he.can ap- 
peal to the Church of Rome and raise the 
cry of Popery. Year after year, in papers 
and conventions, in public and private, these 
gentlemen are seeking to disturb this Semi- 
nary; and by making the impression that it 
ought to be removed and is not permanent, 
they are steadily working its injury. And 
when the Assembly proposes in a courteous 
manner to say that in its opinion these agis 
tations ought to stop, they say the Assem- 
bly is worse than the Church of Rome, and 
is. doing what Pius IX. and his: Cardinals 
would not dare to do. We have not denied 
his right to his opinion. But we do deny 
his right, or that of any man, to agitate a 
a subject that is injuring Institutions of the 
Church. .

A memorial from the 
Presbytery of Ningpo, in China, asking for 
advice from this General Assembly on the 
subject of the marriage of professing Chris- 
tians with the heathen. The committee re« 
commend that it be answered as follows: 


In performing the work of missions among. 


the heathen, many difficulties will arise 
which will require great wisdom and forbear 
ance, and which can only be overcome by a 
wise application of scriptural rules, Of 
this. kind, are the cases respecting marriage, 
which will frequently occur so long as the 
great majority of the people are heathen. 
And this application of these rules: must’ be 
made with a sound discretion, and be very 
much modified by particular circumstances. 

That the apostolical direction, * be not 
unequally. yoked together with unbelievers,” 
is the advice of the Lord by the apostle, and: 
is to be. observed carefully in all cases-as: 
far as practicable, is true. But, like other 
divine injunetions, it must be applied in all. 
cases with due consideration of circumstan-. 
ces. It is not, therefore, in the circumstan-. 
ces stated in the Overture, to be regarded as’ 
sinful . universally and necessarily ‘for a 
Christian to marry a heathen; nor-is a 
Christian to be subjected to discipline on this 
account, unless the circumstances show 
criminality, and require the infliction of cen- 
sures; of which circumstances the: mission-: 
aries are the best judges,

The circula- 
tion for the year has exceeded by nearly 
fifty per cent. that of the previous year. 

. The number of Colporteurs- employed 
during the Ecclesiastical year ending March 
Bist, sixty-three; about twenty have since 
been added to that number. The fields of 
these colporteurs are in seventeen different

sie Leyburn said, in conclusion, that the 
Board .was constanily called to come into 
contact with other voluntary associations, 
which were doing the. same work ; and he 
urged the Assembly to take some action 
that woyld secure the contributions of our 
own churches to our own Board. The 
Board of Publication ought either to be 
abandoned, or supported vigorously. It is 
often discouraged, when it sends out agents, 
to find the churches turning a cold shoulder 
to it, and preferring other associations of a 
similar character, This Board ought to be 
placed on an equal footing with the other 
Boards of the Church. 

Mr. Warre, of Virginia said, a brother in 
the General Assembly once said to him, we 
have had four Sabbaths, the days on which 
we have heard the reports of the four Boards; 
and he himself felt that it was so. 
anticipated these with more pleasure than 
anything else, in coming to the Assembly.. 
He concurred in the remarks of Dr. Ley- 
burn, that the Assembly ought to do some- 
thing to induce our own churches to con- 
tribute to our own Board. He had been an 
agent of the American Tract Society, and 
had nothing to say against it; but he must 
pronounce our books superior, for our pur- 
poses, to those of any others published. 
We ought to take care of ourselves. We 
preach our doctrines in the pulpil, and he 
could see no reason why we should not do 
jit by the press also. We cannot do without 
the press. We establish schools, academies 
and colleges, but they demand books; and 
as there are few bookstores in most of the 
country, this Board comes in to supply this 
lack. He illustrated’ this by Hanover, Prince 
Edward, and Lexington, in his own native 
State. 

This Board also helps the domestic mis- 
sionary. ‘Twenty-three years ago, when a 
missionary, he had been compelled to pay 
one dollar for a copy of Doddridge’s Rise 
and Progress; and yet so important did he 
deem its circulation, that he paid it out of his 
scanty purse. We cannot lay the founda- 
tionsof Presbyterian churches without books ; 
other churches may do without them, but we 

Again, this Board: promotes the growth of 
Christian character. Our people eat too 
much spiritaal food, and work too little. 
This Board gives opportunity to laymen, 
and even to children and ladies, to work for 
God. He illustrated this by a number of 
instances that had come under his own ob- 
servation. Again, it promotes the union of 
churches, It is difficult to divide, or to pro- 
selyte an intelligeft and reading people. His 
own charge, (Lexington, Virginia,) was a 
striking illustration of this. Though agita- 
ted as much as any other church had been, 
not one member had left it; and the divisions 
were now so completely healed up, that not 
even a scar was left. 

The Board also promotes and ex'ends re- 
. vivals of religion. He had laboured in eight 
within the last few months, and had seen 
their effects. Wherever “ Miller on 
Presbyterianism” had been read, the con- 
verts came to our church. A Methodist 
brother had circulated our Confession of 
Faith in one congregation, thinking it would 
deter those who read it from joining us; but 
the result was, that every one of them came 
'.He had seen colporteurs all his way to 
the Assembly; but alas, they had none of 
our books, or those of the Tract Society. 
Why should we not be as active as the men 
of this world? One boy had told him he 
made four dollars a day, and another four 
and a half, by selling these fictitious works. 
Mr. White concluded by an earnest appeal 
to the Assembly to sustein the Board.- 

Rev; W. E. Scnencx, of Princeton, New 
Jersey, concurred in Mr. White’s views, as 
to the assistance this Board rendered the 
domestic missionary. He had been one, 
and had found it so. He now laboured in a 
highly favoured portion of Zion, and had 
found these books useful even there. They 
had been one of the efficient causes of the 
interesting revival in his own charge. The 
church had employed a colporteur, who had 
supplied-every family in the town and vicin- 
ity with them. When the people were 
awakened, he always found them turning to 
these books, next to the Bible. This Board 
is worthy of support, 
it forestalle error. The col- 
porteur can be supplied faster than the min- 
ister, and may be sent before to prepare the 
way for him. Put the wheat into the mea- 
sure, and the chaff can be kept out. |

Wednesday afternoon, half-past three 
clock.—Assembly met and was opened 
with prayer. | 
Rev. Mr. Greenleaf read the report of 
the Committee on the Report of the Board 
of Domesift Missions, which was as follows: 
The Committee 10 whom was referred the 
Report of the Board of Missions have attend- 
ed to that service, and have examined the 
document presented, with all the accompany- 
ing papers, and are highly gratified to find, 


in the details, ample evidence of the steady | 


onward progress of this very important in- 
strumentality for advancing the cause of 
true religion throughout the wide extent of 
this growing country, and while they do not 
institute any improper comparison between 
one form of benevolent operation and another, 
but would bid them all God speed, yet they 
cannot refrain from saying that the cause of 
missions in our own land is productive of 
great good, and onght to find a response in 
every heart. After such consideration as 
we have been enabled to give the subject, 
your Committee would respectfully submit 
to the Assembly, for their action, the follow- 
ing resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That the report be adopted and pub- 
lished under the direction of the Board. 

2. Resolved, That, in view of the widely extend. 
ing operations of the Board, and the constantly in- 
creasing need of funds, it be earnestly recommend- 
ed to all the churches to make new and strenuous 
efforts to enlarge their pecuniary contributions, in 
aid of all the objects contemplated by the Board; 
a duty that we are greatly encouraged to press 
upon the churches, from the fact stated in the re- 
port, that during the past year much more has been 
received into the Treasury from church collections 
than in former years. 

3. Resolved, That the wants of California, Ore. 
gon, and other new parts of our wide spread terri- 
tory, as brought before us in the report of the 
Board, joined with the good which we have reason 
to believe may be effected in those portions of the 
country, are such as to demand the special regard 
of our Church, and fully justify the Board in the 
large expenditures which they have thought it pro- 
per to make. 

4. Resolved, That the efforts of the Board of 
Missions to benefit the many thousands of foreign 
population who are cast upon our shores, is worthy 
of all praise, and should be commended to the 
chorches for their countenance and support. 

5. Resolved, That, in looking at the results of 
the labours of the year, and considering that five 
hundred ministers have been sustained, either in 
whole or in part, while preaching the gospel in the 
more destitute parts of our land: that sizty new 
churches have been organized, more than 140 
houses of worship built, and at least 2500 persons 
brought into the churches by profession, a large por- 
tion of whom, we have reason to believe, were 
hopefully converted during the year, together with 
the encouragement felt by our missionaries while la- 
bouring among the coloured population at the 
South: when these results are considered, surely the 
people of God should lift up their hearts in grati- 
tude to him, and take courage for all coming time. 

And whereas, It is understood that Dr. Wm, A. 

McDowell, who has for many years filled the office 
of Corresponding Secretary of the Board of Mis. 
sions, has resigned that otfice, the Assembly can- 
not let this oppartunity pass without bearing their 
testimony to the fidelity, diligence and wisdom with 
which he has conducted the affairs of the Board, 
and assure him that he carries with him into his 
retirement the full confidence of this Assembly in 
him, as well as their prayers for his happiness in 
his declining years. 
' It is proper, in conclusion, to remind the Assem- 
bly of a standing rule to provide for the delivery of 
a sermon on domestic missions at some time during 
the sessions of the Assembly next year. 

All which is respectfully submitted. 

On these resolutions, Rev. W. S. Ware 
said he wished to make a statement or two. 
He considered domestic missions the great 
work of our Church, though he designed no 
invidious comparisons between our various 
objects of benevolence. The spirit of them 
all is the same. The foreign work depends 
upon thé home, to raise up men to supply 
its demands. A Church that has no home 
missionaries, will rarely have foreign mis- 
sionaries, It must also supply the funds. 
He thought the South, in the cry of the 
West! the West! had been overlooked. He 
here went into a description of that portion 
of the field, and its prospects of usefulness. 

Dr. Baker said he had been requested to 
make a speech, but he did not know how, as 
preaching was his business, not speech-mak- 
ing. He would, however, give some facts 
about Texas, which, he remarked, presented 
a magnificent field of labour. It has ample 
territory to make five or six such States as 
the Old Dominion or Pennsylvania; a fine 
climate. He thought it had been overlooked. 
He went into a deeply interesting history of 
his labours there. One year ago they were 
greatly discouraged, and spoke of giving up 
the State. More than half their ministers 
were over fifly years of age, or tied down to 
schools or farms. Now they have enough 
to form a Synod, there being eleven minis- 
ters in the Sta'e not yet connected with the 
Presbytery. Dr. Baker argued that the 
Assembly ought to send out her ablest and 
most talented ministers to that field. ‘The 
population there is very intelligent and en- 
terprising. It requires more labour and skill 
to build a house, than to hold it up afier it is 
built. ‘There is a strong desire to receive 
our ministers. He hoped those who are 
hanging about our cities would remember 
Texas. He had a list of all the destitutions 
there, and would be glad to show it to any 
one desirous to go there. It would raise any 
man in his estimation, who would express 
his desire to gothere. They had no “ fea- 
thered nests” to attract those who loved their 
ease. He therefore wished to shake hands 
with any man who is going there. Dr. Ba- 
ker said he considered the valley of the Rio 
Grande the best missionary field in the 
world. There are twenty thousand Mexi- 
cans on our side of that river. The last 
war had made a powerful impression of our 
superiority, and they attribute it in large 
part to our religion and form of government. 
He gave an account of his visit, and of the 
great interest manifested by them in his 
visit. He said that Texas was on the bor. 
ders of Mexico, the boundaries of the Man 
of Sin. There was a great crevasse into 
that country, and he hoped the Presby- 
terian Church would pour gospel light and 
knowledge. through it into that dark land. 
Dr. Baker’s remarks created great interest, 
and were listened to with fixed attention by 
the members of the Assembly. 

[The discussion was here arrested by the 
order of the day, the hearing of delegates 
from foreign bodies. ] | 

The Assembly then proceeded to the order 
of the day, the reports of delegates from cor- 
responding bodies. 

The Rev. Dr. Veruirve, of the Reformed Dutch 
Charch, gave a sketch of the rise and progress of 


the Dutch Church in this country. It came from 
Holland. ‘Though the first settlers came with a 
view to mercantile operations, they did not forget 
their religious interests, and the Dutch was the first 
church planted on this Western continent. Some 
of them are descendants of the Huguenots, whose 
influence is widely felt. We have also some Irish 
and Scotch, so that like the Presbyterians we area 
mixed race. 

The‘ docttines are decidedly Calvinistic, and 
these are maintained with firmness and charity. 
Our order is Presbyterian. We have one General 
Synod, two Perticular Synods, twenty-eight classes, 
and thirty-three thousand nine hundred and cight

We have a 
College, (Rutger’s,) and a Theological Seminary at 
New Brunswick, very efficient in training young 
men for the ministry. ° But a large part of our 
ministers were educated in the. Presbyterian Church. 
There has been but little of spiritual interest in 
our churches during the year. Some additions 
have been made, but no genera! revival. There is 
great wealth in our churches, and if it were em.. 
ed as it should $e, it would be powerful in its 
influence to extend the knowledge of God broad- 
east over this whole continent and the world. 
The Rev. Mr. MoCiure delegate from the Gene- 
ral Association of Massachusetta, spoke of the ex- 
| tent of the Unitarian defection in that State, and 
said it had been overrated. It began with this cen- 
tury, and did not embrace more than ninety charch- 
es. Out of them went at least eighty churchesa— 
exile churches; and the whole number of Unita- 
rian churches is not more than one hundred and 
thirty, while the Orthodox have four hundred and 
fifty, wind: pd one hundred and fifty members to 
each church, half of which have been established 
in the last 25 years. Orthodoxy is not dying out. 
It is threatened by Taylorism and Bushnellism, or 
Parkisin; but it is not to be swept away by any 
of these forms of error. We have printed half a 
million copies of the Shorter Catechism, for wide 
circulation. Our Sunday School books are decided- 
ly orthodox, and are exerting a powerful influence. 
ides these, we have able and sound men who 
are defending the truth with zeal. Mr. McClure 
gave a glowing account of their revivals and bene- 
volent efforts, showing how much is done for the 
extension of the gospel by the people whom he re- 
presented; and he closed by paying a handsome tri- 
bute of respect to the Presbyterian Church, the 
great defender of the faith. 


The Rev. J. F. Cuark inquired about the 
Theological Seminary at Andover. 


Mr. McCuovre said that it wasin a flourishing con- 

dition as to numbers, and whatever fears had been 
expressed, as to the theology of the Seminary, he 
trusted that they would prove to be unfounded, and 
if not, there is a power in Massachusetts that will 
set all right. 
The Rev. W. H. Lorp, of the General Conven. 
tion of Vermont, submitted a statement of the doc. 
trinal opinions and the order of the churches in 
Vermont, claiming for them a high order of ortho- 
doxy, and repudiating the new ae that had 
gained some currency in New England. His state- 
ment was listened. to with much interest. 

Rev. W, J. Breep, from the Evangelical Asso- 
ciation of Rhode Island. We have twenty-three 
churches with 3000 members. Seven of these 
chorches are sustained by missionary funds. Our 
contributions to foreign objects have been $14,000 
during the year, or more than four dollars to each 
member of the Church. We have had delightful 
revivals of religion in more than half of our 
churches in the year past. In one town, it is esti- 
mated that one-eighth of all the people have been 
converted, and the work is still in progress. Five- 
eighthe of all the children in the State, under 20, 
and over 4, are in schools enjoying the benefits of 
education. We are beginning to feel that the 
Church ought to educate her own children, and we 
regard, with great interest, the system of parochial 
schools, Some of us hope to see them introduced 
into our State. The Catechiem is used in our 
schools, and its doctrines are preached in all their 
fulness in our pulpits. Mr. Breed closed with an 
earnest appeal to the Assembly to continue its cor- 
respondence a the New England bodies. 

The erator of the Assembly then rose 
and said: 

Beloved Brethren:—We have had high gratifi- 
cation in listening to these statements, and our 
hearts have been rejoiced in hearing of the order 
and orthodoxy of those churches—espccially in the 
wide use of the Catechism—the benevolence and 
missionary spirit of those churches—the flourishing 
condition of Sunday schools—and more especially 
have we heard with joy of the blessed revivals of 
religion in the midst of you. The Assembly re- 
ciprocates all your expressions of attachment and 
regard, and trusts that nothing may ever occur to 
interrupt the good feeling that now prevails. 

Adjourned till Thursday morning at nine 
o'clock.

James A. Lowes was reported asa Ruling 
Elder from the Presbytery of Whitewater. 
_ The Committee on Bills and Overtures 
reported back Overiure No. 4, in reference 
to the dividing line between Synods of In- 
diana and Northern Indiana, 

Overture No. 4.—Being a request that the Gene- 
ral Assembly would reconsider its action of last 
year, by which it made the National road the line 
separating the Northern and Southern Synods of 
Indiana, and also a remonstrance against these 
changes fram the Presbytery of Crawfordsville. 


The Committee recommenced the adop- 
tion of the following minute as to this Over- 
ture: 

Resolved, That in the absence of Synodical and 
Presbyterial action, and of definite information on 
the subject of this Overture, it is inexpedient for 
the General Assembly to grant its requests. 

Passed unanimously. 

Overture No. 7.—An Overture from the Presby- 
tery of Albany, representing that the Synod of 
Albany at its last sessions formed the Presbytery 
of Saratoga out of the ministers and churches of 
said Presbytery, thus greatly impairing its effi- 
ciency and influence, and requesting the Assembly 
to “ direct the Synod to reconsider and correct their 
action ;” together with a memorial from the Pres. 

_ bytery of Troy, praying the Assembly to dismiss 


the Overture of the Presbytery of Albany, and to | 


permit the action of the Synod to remain in full, 
force. 

The Committee recommend the adoption 
of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That as the Synod of Albany has en- 
tire jurisdiction of the case, this Assembly decline 
any action on the subject, confident that the Synod 
of Albany will correct any of its acts that prove 
injurious to its churches, or any part of them. 


Adopted unanimously. 


Overture No. 16.—Being an overture from the 
Presbytery of Steubenville, asking the Assembly to 
simplify its statistical tables, and to render them 
more full and extensive as to the contributions of 
the Church for religious purposes. 

1. The Committee recommend that a column 
for the whole number of families be inserted in the 
form of Congregational and Presbyterian reports. 

2. That the form of reports as to collections be 
hereafter as follows: 

}. For Domestic Missions—to include all moneys 
collected for this purpose and Church extension, 
whether for the Board or any of the judicatories of 
the Church. 

2. Foreign Missions—including all the moneys 
for that purpose. 

3. Ed including all that is given for the 
education of candidates for the ministry for Theo. 
logical Seminaries, Presbyterian Colleges, Acade- 
mies, Parochial and Sabbath Schools. 

4. Publication—all moncys for the Buard of 
Publication, and for Synodical and Presbyterian 
Depositories and colportage. 

5. Presbyterial—to include Commissioners’ and 
Contingent Fund, and contributions for the support 
of aged ministers. 

6. Congregational—all moneys contributed for 
the congregation, as pastors’ salaries, building and 
repairing churches, liquidation of debts and current 
expenses. 7 

7. Miscellaneous—including all other collections. 


Adopted unanimously. 


Report from the Judicial Committee.—The Judi- 
cial Committee reported that they have had under 
consideration the letter of thc Rev. A. G. Frazer to 
this General Assembly. That Mr. Frazer states 
he has been unavoidably prevented from personally 

rosecuting an appeal from the decision of the 
§ nod of New Jersey, of which due notice was 
given that Synod, and requesting the General 
Assembly to appoint a committee of ministers and 
elders to hear and adjudicate the whole matter; or 
if such a plan is not within the jurisdiction of the 
General Assembly, that then this matter of appeal 
stand over to their next stated meeting. 

The committee recommend that the 
answer be given, viz: : 

According to the Book of Discipline of our Church, 
there are but four ways in which the General As. 
sembly tan have cognizance of a judicial case. As 
neither of these ways is contemplated in the request 
of Mr. Frazer, the Assembly cannot, without a vio- 
lation of Constitutional Rules, take any action in 
the premises, 

In regard to a future prosecution of his appeal, 
the appellant must present his case, with the reasons 
for previous failure, before the next General Assem- 
bly, whose province it will be to decide upon th 
whole subject. ;

The Rev. Mr. McIlvaine moved as a 
substitute for the fourth resolution, the ful-— 
lowing: _ 

“That the Assembly regards the location of the 
Western Theological Seminary at Allegheny city 
as permanent, and all agitation of the subjects of its 
removal now or hereafter as inexpedient and un- 
ust.” 
Mr. McIlvaine explained that there were 
vested rights in the property of the Seminary 
there, which must “a wnjured by the agita- 
tion of the subject of removal, and without 
expressing any censure of any one, it is de- 
sirable to put the matter at rest, so far as it 
is possible, for any action of this Assembly 
to settle it. 

Rev. Dr. Rice was glad this substitute 
was presented. It had always been his con- 
viction, and that of wiser men, that it would 
be greatly for the advantage of theological 
education in the West to unite the two Semi- 
naries, But there appears to be insuperable 
difficulties in the way, of which I was not 
aware until very lately; and I am now con- 
vinced that it is not expedient, now or. here- 
after, to attempt the removal of the Western 
Seminary. He did not desire to stand in 
any hostile attitude to that Institution. He 
had all confidence in its Professors and its 
Directors. All know that it makes the best 
sort of Presbyterian’ ministers. We have 
objected only to its location; but as that 
cannot be changed, it is desirable that all 
should act and feel cordially towards the 
Seminary, and that it should enjoy and com- 
mand universal confidence. As it ‘appears 
that it cannot be removed without the viola- 
tion of legal, if not moral rights, it is cer- 
tainly not desirable to agitate it further. He 
wished the Seminary all prosperity, and 
hoped it would be a permanent blessing to 
the Church. He should cheerfully vote for 
the substitute. 

Dr. R. J.’BrecxinripGE said that the 
substitute is much stronger in its language 
than, the original resolution, and if there is 
any ground of offence in the other, there is 
twice as much in this. It pledges the As- 
sembly, and as far as it can, all other As- 
semblies, to suffer this Seminary to remain 
where it is; and he thought it very strange 
that the gentleman should call it ultra Po- 
pery in the Assembly to say that the present 
agitation should cease, but perfectly proper 
to say that the agitation should cease for 
ever. For his part, he was not willing to 
commit himself to the future. Dr. Breckin- 
ridge then replied to the remark, that nothing 
had been said against the Western Seminary, 
except as to its location, and quoted expres- 
sions from publications on the subject, in 
proof of the hostility of gentlemen to the 
Seminary. | 

Dr. Hoce said, that all allegations that 
there was any hostility on his part, or on 
that of those who had acted with him, of 
hostility to the Seminary, were founded on 
misapprehensions, and he challenged the 
production of any remark that could fairly 
be construed as indicating a desire to destroy 
or to injure that Institution. He had never 
expressed one word against the orthodoxy, 
fidelity, and ability with which it is sustained. 
He had co-operated with others to promote 
the interests of both the Seminaries in the 
West. He then explained the expressions 
cited by Dr. Breckinridge, and showed that 
they implied no unfriendly feeling. The 
substitute met his approbation, except the 
implication that no proposition could be en- 
tertained in future for removal, withov! a 
violation of the principles of justice. The 
time might cume when even the parties most 
interested in it might desire its removal. 

Rev. Mr. Hays moved the indefinite post- 
ponement of the whole subject, and supported 
his motion with a few earnest remarks, but 
the house refused. 

Dr. Ports suggested to strike out the 
words * now end hereafter.” 

Dr. W. L. BrecktnripGE opposed the 
suggestion, and it was not carried. : 

Professor Grravtt, of Maryland, thought 
that the prosperity of the Seminary, under 
present circumstances, required on the part 
of the Assembly a distinct expression of its 
being considered as permanently located at 
Allegheny, but he was by no means willing 
to pronounce as ‘‘ unjust” and consequentiy 
sinful, any past, present, Or future agitation 
or discussion of the subject. He, therefore, 
moved to amend the resolution by striking 
out every thing afier the word “location.” 

Rev. Mr. CLELanp opposed the whole re- 
solution. He thought it out of place and 
highly inexpedient for the Assembly to 
attempt to bolt any Seminary fast in any 
place. 

Rev. Mr. Woopenp showed the necessity 
of settling this question, by the fact that the 
property which had been disposed of is about 
to be leased, and it would not be improved if 
there were the slightest probabihty.that it 
would ever be disturbed. , 

After further conversation, the previous 
question was demanded and lost, and the 
motion to strike out, being put, was carried 
103 to93. The substitute was then adopted 
and the whole report without dissent. 

The Assembly proceeded to the order of 
the day, viz: | 

Overture No. 15.—Asking this General Assem.- 
bly to express its mind on the following subjects: 


That it has no direct control over the New Al. 
bany Seminary, and will not interfere with the 


Synods which have established and are conducting | 


it. 
‘That it regards the location of the Western 

Theological Seminary as finally settled, and will 

discountenance any scheme for its removal. 

That it does not approve the scheme to establish 
a third Theological Seminary qt Cincinnati. 

Without expressing any opinion upon these 
propositions, the Committee report the Overture for 
the consideration of the Assembly. 

Rev. Mr. Dickey moved indefinite 
postponement of the whole subject. 

Judge Leavitr moved to lay it on the 

table. 
Dr. R. J. BRecKINRIDGE desired permise~ 
mission to offer the following resolution: 
_ Resolved, While the General Assembly regrets 
that any serious difference of opiniun should exist 
in any part of the Church, in regard to any of the 
great movements for the advancement of Christ's 
kingdom in the world, and while it would willing- 
ly and gladly do all that may be proper, on its part, 
to compose and settle all such differences, it does 
not sce its way clear, at the present time, to ex- 
press any opinion in regard to the existing and 
contemplated Seminary west of Allegheny. 

Mr. Dickey’s motion being for the moment 
withdrawn, 

Dr. W. L. BreckinripcE expressed his 
desire to go into the discussion of the whole 
subject. But, if the house were not disposed, 
he should cheerfully consent to let it pass, 
if it could be done without injury to the in- 
teresis of the New Albany Seminary. 

Mr. Dickey then withdrew his motion, 
and the question recurring on Judge Leavitt’s, 

Dr. R. J. BkecKINRIDGE, by consent, said 
that he did not know any thing of this over- 
ture, until after it came before the commit- 
tee. [te had deeply regretted this discus- 
sion about the Seminaries in the West, and 
he thought it exceedingly unwise ‘im ‘the 
General Assembly to express any opinion 
concerning the establishment of a Seminary 
west of Allegheny. But he had always 
thought that the General Assembly did not 
do its duty in reference to the location of a 
Seminary in former years, near this place, 
and the decision against it was the result of 
the combined influence of the brethren at 
Princeton and Allegheny. Our New-school 
brethren came into Lane Seminary, and, for

Dr. Rice remarked that he should like to 
have Dr. Breckinridge’s resolution adopted— 
he would vote for it. 

The motion to lay on the table was then 
put, and lost. 

Dr. R. J. Breckinridge’s resolution in an- 
swer to Overture No. 15, now coming up, 

Dr. Hoes had no objection to Dr. Breck- 
inridge’s resolution, in its substance and im- 
port. I agree with him, that thére is no 
ground for this Assembly to express any 
opinion on this subject. The prospective 
arrangements made in Cincinnati, in relation 
to the union of the two Theological Semi- 
naries, are null and void. 

A consultation has been held by friends 
of another Seminary, and a general invita- 
tion is now given to all favourable to such 
an institution, to meet this evening in the 
Lecture Room, for a full and free discussion 
of the subject. Before that meeting, it may 
be premature to dispose of this resolution, 
and I therefore move to lay it on the table. 

Dr. W. L. Breckrnrines thought it an 
extraordinary proposition for the Assembly 
to delay action, to see what the Cincinnati 
brethren intended to do. He could hardly 
think the venerable father serious in propos- 
ing this delay. He could not consent, as 
one charged with the interests of New Al- 
bany to wait for any consultation of the 
friends of a new Seminary at Cincinnati. 

Dr. Hoce thought his object in the mo- 
tion to lay on the table, was misapprehended. 
He supposed it would have met with general 
approbation, particularly from the quarter 
that now objected. It had not doneso. He 
therefore asked leave to withdraw the reso- 
lution. | 

The ‘question was then taken on Dr. R. 
J. Breckinridge’s resolution and adopted. 

After this disposition of the subject of 
Theological Seminaries, a discyssion sprung 
up for a few moments in relation to enlarg- 
ing the monthly periodical of the Boards. 

Dr. R. J. advocated the 
enlargement of the monthly Record so as to 
find the Board of Foreign Missions all the 
room they wanted. 

Dr. Murray would refer the whole mat- 
ter to the Boards—without coming to any 
decision in the matter. The Assembly ad- 
journed. 


Thursday afternoon, half-past 3 o'clock. 
The Assembly met and was opened with 
prayer. 

The Committees on the Records of the 
Synods of Ohio, Philadelphia, Kentucky, 


North Carolina, reported, and the reports 
were approved. Nominations for Directors 
of the Boards of Domestic Missions, Foreign 
Missions, and of Princeton Theological Semi- « 
nary, were made the second, third, and fourth 
orders of the day for Friday morning. 

The Committee, to whom was referred 
the report of the Directors of the Theological 
Seminary at Princeton, presented the fol- 
lowing resolutions to the Assembly for their 
adoption: 


1. Resolved, That the Assembly learn with great 
satisfaction the continued prosperity and usefuln ss 
of this institution under its able and distinguished 
Professors, the large number of its students, and 
their proficiency in study—have heard, with special 
interest the statement respecting their religious 
character, and the missionary spirit prevailing 
among them, to.which a series of unusually solemn 
providences, and a gracious effusion of the Spirit of 
God upon the neighbourhood, in which this insti- 
tution is located, have materially contributed, and 
it is carnestly hoped that the important truth will 
never be lost sight of, by our candidates for the 
ministry, that ardent piety, no less than thorough 
and extensive learning, is an essential qualification 
for the sacred office. 

2. Resolved, That the Assembly record, with 
deep emotion, the decease of the venerable Profes.- 
sor Emeritus of Ecclesiastical History and Church 
Government, Rev. Samuel Miller, D.D. of whom be- 
coming mention is made in the Report of the Board, 
and while the Church is, in this dispensation of 
divine Providence, called to mourn the departure 
of one who has long stood among the foremost in 
her counsels and in her confidence—one of the 
most prominent and able defenders of her faith and 
order-one of the staunchest friends of all her be- 
nevolent institutions—one whose rare excellence 
and purity of character, beautifully exemplified in 
the eyes of all who knew him, that religion to the 
cause of which his life was devoted. It is matter 
of profound thankfulness that such a man was 
raised up to the Church, and spared to her through 
so many years of usefulness, and permitted to per- 
form so valuable a part in founding our first Theo- 
logical Seminary, which has served, to a great ex- 
tent, as the model of all our after Institutions, in 
arranging its plan, giving it establishment, and 
that it was not until this great work of his life was 
done, and he had ceased {rom the active discharge 
of these duties, that he was taken to his glorious 
reward. 

And, in this brief tribute of grateful respect and 
and honour, the Assembly would also join the name 
of the late Matthew L. Bevan, Esq., second Vice- 
President of the Board of Directors, as one venerated 
and beloved, as well for his private worth ard the 
excellencies of his character, as for the faithfulness, 
the value, and the Jong continuance of his services 
on behalf of the public institutions of ourChurch. 

3. Resolved, That the report of the Directors be. 
printed in the Appendix to the Minutes of this As. 
sembly. 

These resolutions were adopted. 


CHURCH PAPER. 


Rev. Mr. Morris moved to postpone the 
resolutions of Dr. Hoge, submitted some 
days ago, to take up the following substitute :” 

On the subject of a Church newspaper, the 
following resolutions are offered: 

1. Resolved, That this General Assembly is deeply 
sensible of the vast importance of the press in the 


diffusion of religious information among our church- 
es, and the development of an intelligent and ener. 


getic action throughgut our Zion. 
2. Resolved, Thatinasmuch as the General Assem- 
bly has already/taken action on this subject, and 
there are now one or more admirable and chear 


religious papers under our ccclesiastical control, 
that the ministers, ruling elders and members of 


localities, are hereby earnestly recommended to 
pve -acopy of the Home and Foreign Record 
ken by every family in our bounds. 

3. Resolved, That inasmuch, likewise, as the 
several Boards of our Church require additional 
facilities to reach our churches more effectually 
through the press, that the Boards of Foygign Mis- 
sions, Education, Domestic and Foreign Missions, 
and Publication, are hereby authorized and desired 
to make such enlargement as to form and size and 
frequency of publication, as they may think most 
advisable; and should such improvement issue in the 
development and general circulation of such a 
Presbyterian paper as the wants of the Church de- 
mand, it is the opinion of the General Assembly 
that the influence of such a paper will be eminently 
salutary and efficacious in promoting the knew- 
ledge, piety, and zeal of our Church at large. 


Mr. Morris said he was entirely opposed 
to the Church paper scheme; and he thought 
in the plan now proposed there would be 
found the germ of a paper that would be 
widely useful without interfering with any 
now in circulation. | 

Rev. Dr. Spencer said that this proposi- 
tion was the same thing in another form, only 
worse, If the Assembly wants a Church pa- 
per, it can have it; but it is folly to mix all 
the Boards up in such an enterprise. He 
thought it best not to touch the paper at all. 
Let the whole thing alone. 

Rev. Dr. Patrerson thought the Boards 
required no instructions on this subject. 
They could employ what agencies they 
thought best, and if they wanted a paper, 
they could have it. It would be better to 
refer the whole subject to them, with powers, 

Rev. Mr. Rocers spoke earnes'ly against 
the Church paper scheme, and declared that 
the Presbytery and the Synod of Georgia 
are decidedly opposed to the measure. He 


scouted the idea that the poor are in want of | 


any such paper, and contended that the lo- 
cal papers are indispensable, but would be 
broken down by the establishment of a mam- 
moth paper. ‘The Presbyterian papers are 
now under all the control that is necessary, 
and it would be a fatal measure to undertake 
to make a paper for all sections of the 


ev. Mr, Youno. was 4 to the 
Chiteh paper, but advocated the enlarge- 
mentof the Record. He would even have 
the: Boards‘give away their;,papers, rather 
than not Have them spread. Other societies 
do $0, and@ it is good economy. Let the 


‘weekly—one week devoted to one Board, 
and another week to another. 

Rev. Mr. Matruews, with great effect, 
ridiculed the idea of the Assembly’s calling 
a man to make a newspaper such as the 
Church needs; and he showed that the 
scheme is both impracticable and undesir- 
able. 

Rev. Mr. Barser was in favour of a 
cheap Church paper, at a dollar a year, and 
he believed the people would have it. The 
desire was general, and if the friends of the 
measure could get a hearing, through the 
papers now printed, they would soon have 
the whole Church in its favour. But they 
were refused a hearing. The love of money 
is s6 strong that their editors will not let the 


show that there was no danger to be appre- 
hended from the measure. If an editor 
teaches error he could easily be turned out. 
The Methodist Church is bound together and 
strengthened by their paper, and the same 
would be the influence of the pauper in the 
Presbyterian Church.

EIGHTH DAY. 

Friday morning, May 24, 9 o’clock.— 
The Assembly met and was opened with 
prayer. PA 
_ Dr. Lord resigned the office of Stated Clerk 
of the General Assembly, which was ac- 
cepted, and the thanks of the Assembly were 
tendered to him for the able and faithful 
manner in which he has discharged the du- 
ties of the office. The election of his suc- 
cessor was made the order of the day for 
Saturday morning at nine o’clock. 

The Committee on Bills and Overtures re- 
ported Overture No, 17, which was passed, 
as follows: 

Overture No. 17.—An overture from the Synod of 
Memphis, stating that it adjourned to meet in Col. 
lege Hill church, Lafayette county, Mississippi, on 
the 17th of October, 1849 ; that there was not then 
and there a quorum present; that the members 
present adjourned from day to day, but were yet 
unable to constitute a Synod, and asking the As- 
sembly to direct said Synod to hold its next stated 
meeting in the Second Presbyterian church in the 
city of Memphis, on the Wednesday preceding the 
fourth Sabbath in October, 1850. 


The Committee recommenfed the adop- 
tion of the following minute on the subject: 


That whilst it is competent for the Moderator 
of the Synod, under the above circumstances, to ap- 
point a meeting of Synod, yet that the request of 
the Synod be granted, and that the Synod of Mem. 
phis be directed to meet at the time and place 
stated in the overture. 


Adopted. 

Overture No. 18. Asking the answer of the As. 
sembly to the following question:—Pending the 
issuing of a judicial case, regularly before a Synod, 
on an appeal from the-decision of a Presbytery, the 
General Assembly set off the Presbytery to another : 
to which of the Synods docs it belong to issue the 
case ? 

The Committee recommend that the ques- 
tion be answered as follows: 


The issuing of the case belongs to the Synod to 
which the appeal was first taken; or, it may be 
transferred for adjudication to the Synod to which 
the Presbytery was transferred by consent of par- 
ties. 

Adopted. 

Overture No. 19. Being an overture from the 
Presbytery of Rochester, asking this Assembly to 
adopt some measures to effect a union between the 
two branches of the Presbyterian Church. 

The committee recommended the adop- 
tion of the following minute in relation to it: 

This Assembly having in former years (see Min- 
utes of 1838, pp. 35, 36, and Minutes of 1842, p. 
32,) fully declared that it was not its intention “ to 
cause any sound Presbyterian to be permanently 
separated from our connexion,” and having pro- 


1838, p. 36,) on principles yhich have seemed 
adapted to preserve the purity and peace of our 
churches, consider it inexpedient to take any fur- 
ther action on the subject at this time. Yet the 
Assembly would again reiterate its desire to see all 
sound Presbyterians re-united in one communion, 
according to the doctrines and polity of our stand- 
ards, and would affectionately invite all such to 
seek this union in the ways that are open to them. 


Adopted. 

Overture No. 20. An Overtnre asking the As- 
sembly to devise some way by which copies of its 
Minutes and of the Reports of the Boards under its 
care shall be preserved for future use and reference. 

The committee recommend the adoption 
of the following resolution: | 

Resolved, That the Board of Publication be 
directed to bind the Minutes of the General As- 
serpply, and, if practicable, from the beginning, and 
the Annual Reports in one volume, at least to an 
extent sufficient to place a copy in the library of 
each of the Theological Seminaries, and with the 
stated clerk of each Synod under the care of the 
Church, and in the libraries of such other institu- 
tions as may be selected by the Board. 

Adopted.

Cincinxatt, Ohio, May 16th, 1850. 

A Convention of persons met at eight 
o’clock, P.M., in the basement of the Central 
Presbyterian church, Cincinnati, pursuant to 
previous adjournment, to consult on the pro- 
priety of establishing a Theological Semi- 
nary in connection with the Presbyterian 
Church, in or near the city of Cincinnati, 
The Rev. James Coe, of Butler county, Ohio, 
in the chair, and J, L. Scott, Secretary. 

The meeting was opened with prayer by 
the, Chairman. 

Dr. N. L. Rice, chairman of the Commit- 
tee heretofore appointed, presented a paper 
prepared for, and designed as a report of 
said committee, setting forth the reasons for 
and against the establishment of said Semi- 
nary, which was duly accepted; and after 
discussion by Drs. Murray, Spencer, Peck, 
Rice, and others, was unanimously re-com- 
mitted to a committee of three, consisting of 
Rev. D. V. Smock, of Indiana, Rev. S. 
Brown, of Ohio, and Dr. Monfort, of Indi- 
ana, with instruction to report on the same 
at the next meeting. ,

Irzm 1.—This Convention will appoint a Provi- 
sional Board of Directors of 21 members, of whom 
8 shall be a quorum, whose duty it shall be, first, 
to mature and perfect a plan of further operations; 
second, topublish such plans and views as the 
may think advisable, from time to time, and third, 
to make arrangement to open the Theological 
school, under competent instructors, provided by 
them, as early as practicable. Bes 
Irzm 2.—This Provisional Board is empowered 
to appoint needful officers, secure the necessary 
funds, adopt by-laws, fill vacancies and manage the 
entire enterprise until a regular Board is appointed.

The 
French and Russian governments have taken um- 
brage ab ‘the ‘mode in which Lord Palmerston’s 
agent, at Athens, brought the Greek difficulty to a 
conclusion, and have withdrawn their Ambassadors 
from London.

The whole vigilance of the government of Rome 
seems to be exercised in stopping the English, 


French, and Italian newspapers at the post office | 


which contain articles severely criticising its policy 
or conduct. One day the Times is excluded ; then 
comes Gallignani’s, which has indiscreetly copied an 
offensive article; next Turin and Florence journals 
are suppressed in a mass; so that often it occurs that 
not a single foreign paper is to be had for love or 
money. 

Attempts are being made to create a new National 
Bank, to be called. the Bank of the Pontifical States, 
to which that pre-existing, the Roman Bank, is to be 
united, and which is to have branches at Ancona 
and Bologna. If the necessary capital can be pro- 
cured, this institution is likely to produce much 
good; but it is yet doubtful whether the necessary 
funds can be obtained. 

Letters from Milan, of the 7th ult., state that the 
Austrian Government is concentrating a force of

SINGING SHELLS. 

Mr. Taylor, when in Bathcaloa; in 
Ceylon, on going at night on a lake 
near the fort, was struck. by a loud mu- 
sical noise proceeding from the bottom 
of the water. It was.caused by multi- 
tudes of some animals inhabiting shells 
—at least the nativés call them “sing- 
ing shells.’’ The sounds are like those: 
of an accordeon, Molian harp, guitar, 
&c. vibrating notes and pitched in dif- 
ferent keys. A snail, abundant in 
Corfu, if irritated by a touch with a 
piece of straw, will emit a distinctly 
audible sound, in a querulous tone, and 
this it frequently repeats if touched.

SYMPATHIES OF SOUND. 
It is owing to the sympathetic com- 
munication of vibrations, that persons 
with a clear and powerful voice have 
been able to break a large glass tumbler, 
by. singing close to its proper funda- 
mental note..
